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Due to Board of Director’s 
actions, all student organiza- 
tions will have to add a new 
clause to their respective con- 
stitutions. 


At last Wednesday’s meet- 
ing the BOD passed, by a vote 
of 9-0-1, adiscrimination 
clause. This new statute states 
that all “recognized student 
organizations and ASSSC com- 
mittees may not discriminate 
in the selection of members 
on the basis of race, religion, 
creed, or national origin; and 
must so state in their res- 
pective constitutions,’’ 

Margaret McKoane, dean of 
activities, voting for Dean of 
Students Donald Bailey, was 
the only abstaining vote. Her 
objection was that a required 
clause would insult some or- 
ganizations. 


McKoane further stated that 
discrimination clause statute 
430 “violates rights and prin- 
ciples of individuals to keep 
signing what amounts to a 
loyalty oatn,’* 

Representing McKoane’s 
viewpoint was a spokesman 
from the Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Management. 
SAM’s representative stated 
that discrimination was the 
furtherest thing from SAM’s 
policy and they had done much 
to encourage foreign students 
to join. SAM’s major protest 
was that discrimination was 
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D passes resolution 
against discrimination 


covered by both state and schoo! 
law, and that all were forced 
to abide by such laws. In short, 
there was no need for bill 430, 


Paul Sax, men’s representa- 
tive, and champion of Bil] 430, 
voiced the unamious opinion 
of the student BOD members. 
He felt the good effects of the 
bill would outweigh the bad, 
and that there were organiza- 
tions that need to inject such 
a clause into their constitu. 
tions, 


Due to passage of Act 422, 
failure to submit membership 
list of organizations by today 
will result in automatic sgus- 
pension for one week, Sus- 
pension may be lifted by or- 
ganizations filing their mem- 
bership lists. 


Aiso passed unanimously was 
a Statute transfering the funds 
of inactive organizations to the 
Student Loan Fund after an or. 
ganization has been inactive 
for two years. 


John Fitzgerald, ASSSC pres- 
ident, stated that the National 
Student Association has sent a 
representative asking SSC to 
join their association. Billie 
Van Deveen, science and math 
representative, was appointed 
chairman of a committee that 
will look into the NSA offer. 


Fitzgerald also announced 
that the Board of Finanze has 
approved Wesley Club’s request 
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to bank off campus. The reason 
given is that Wesley Club re- 
ceives all money form the 
church and operations are 
easier if banking is done off 
campus. 

John Krier, Student Associa. 
tion Manager, made a recom- 
mendation from the College 
Union Committee that the Union 
Reserve Fund pay for Dean 
Bailey’s expense at the next 
National Union Committee, Ex- 
penses will be under $100 and 
was approved uninamiously by 
the BOD,

Former CiA chief Dulles 
will giwecampus speech 


Allen Dulles, former chief 
of the U.S, Central Intelligence 
Agency and member of the War - 
ren Commission investigating 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy, will be guest speaker 
Thursday night at 8 p.m. in the 
mens’ gymnasium. 

Dulles, the brother of the 
late Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, will investigate 
The Role of intelligence In Our 
National Security, He has been 
a public servant for 46 years, 


entering the U.S, Diplomatic 
Service in 1916. Assignments 
stationed him in Vienna, Bern, 
Switzerland, and Paris, whére 
he was a member of the Ameri- 
can Commission to Negotiate 
Peace in 1918. Later he served 
in Berlin, Constantinople, 
Geneva, and Washington, D.C, 

In 1927 Dulles was legal ad- 
viser to the American dele- 
gation at the Three-Power 
Naval Conference held in 
Geneva, He represented the U.S, 


at the General Disarmament 
Conference held there in 1932. 
33. Dulles became deputy 
director 2 years later, a post 
he held until 1962, He served 
during World War II in the 
Office of Strategic Services. 

Dulles is also a noted author, 
his most recently published 
work entitled The Craft of In- 
telligence. His appearance on 
this campus is sponsored by the 
California State College State- 
wide Lecture Series. 


Today's convocation a first for SSC 


Students and faculty will per- 
form today in the first orches- 
tral convocation ever held at 
the college. 

Two programs, the conyo- 
cation at 10 a.m. this morn- 
ing in the Men’s Gymnasium 
and the other this evening at 
8:15 p.m. in the Little Theatre, 
will be presented, The public 
is welcome without charge. 


The morning program wit! 
feature Leslie Parnas, young 
American cellist from St. 
Louis. He will play Haydn’s 
Concerto in D Major, Opus 
101, for cello and orchestra. 
The orchestra, under the di- 
rection of Professor James 
Adair, will present Mozart's 
Overture to the Marriage of 
Figaro to open the concert. 


The 31-year-old cellist won 
@ second prize for his perfor. 
mance of the widely-publicized 
Tehaikowsky Competition in 
Moscow in 1962. In 1987 he 
won the coveted first prize in 
the International Ceilo Con- 


cours in Paris where he was 
representing the U,S, 

He made extensive concert 
tours in Europe in 1954 and 
again in 1959, at which time he 
won the Italian Radio Network 
International Contest Trofeo 
Primavera for young concert 
musicians. 

The cellist began his studies 
at the Community Music School 
in his native city and continued 
his education at the Curtis In- 
stitute in Philadelphia. He made 
his debut in St. Louis at 14 
with the St. Louis Symphony. 


At 23 he became the principle 
cellist of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony, and has since been 
principle cellist with the Aspen 
Festival, the Chautauqua Sym- 
phony, and performed at the 
Marlboro Festival of Music, 


In 1959, Parnas made his 
New York recital debut at Town 
Hall and won praise from the 
Manhattan critics, The New 
York Times described him as 
“a brilliantly gifted young man 


who plays the cello with all the 
authority and musicianship of 
an old pro.’’ 


The New York Herald Tri- 
bune’s comment: “Parnas re- 
vealed himself as a superior 
instrumentalist, strong in song, 
and possessed of a stained- 
glass luminosity on the ‘G’ 
and ‘D’ strings.’’ t 


In the evening program, Dr. 
Richard Carpenter, associate 
professor of music, will be the 
featured soloist in the regular 
Symphony Orchestra concert. 


He will be heard in the first 
local performance of a new 
work by Gordon Jacob, British 
composer, Concertino for 
string orchestra and piano,

will include three numbers by 
the American composer, Henry 
Cowell, and the Haydn Surprise 
Symphony,
